Students  and  faculty  were  sad- 
dened last  week  to  learn  of  the 
deaths  of  two  who  were  very 
close  to  the  school.  One  was 
Mrs.  Gerrit  de  Jong  Jr.,  wife  of 
the  dean  of  the  college  of  fine 
arts,  who  died  on  January  12 
from  complications  resulting  from 
injuries  received  in  an  automo- 
bile accident  December  26. 

The  other  was  Mrs.  C.  P.  War- 
nick,  mother  of  Miss  Effie  War- 
nick.  head  of  the  home  economics 
department  of  the  school.  Mrs. 
Warnick  has  resided  at  Knight 
hall  with  her  daughter  since  its 
opening  last  March.  Both  wo- 
men are  greatly  mourned  and  the 
whole  school  extends  sympathy 
to  the  bereaved  families. 

Funeral  services  will  be  held 
this  arf  ter  noon  in  Moroni  for 
John  Isaac  Morley,  father  of  Dr. 
Alonzo  J.  Morley  of  the  faculty, 
Mr.  Morley  died  Tuesday  after  a 
brief  illness. 


Positions  are  open  for  ten  or 
more  appointments  to  the  South- 
west Federal  Training  Project  of 
the  Office  of  Indian  Affairs,  ac- 
cording to  word  received  by  Dean 
Carl  F.  Eyring. 

Present  seniors  upon  receipt  of 
their  degree  are  eligible  for  ap- 
pointment if  they  are  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  have  a high 
scholastic  standing,  possess  out- 
standing qualities  of  character, 
ability,  and  aptitude  for  leader- 
ship, good  health,  and  an  interest 
in  government  as  a career. 

Persons  appointed  to  these 
fellowships  are  known  as  assist- 
ant field  aides  and  begin  work 
at  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico.  Af- 
ter a brief  period  of  orientation 
the  trainees  are  given  individual 
assignments  in  both  office  and 
field  work.  Assignments  in- 
clude budget  and  finance  work, 
personnel  management,  la-nd  use 
administration,  and  work  with  the 
state  and  county  governments. 

Each  trainee  is  placed  under 
supervision  if  a member  of  the 
Federal  field  force.  General  sup- 
ervision is  maintained  by  the 
training  office  through  weekly 
reports,  visiting  directors,  ana 
through  conferences. 

The  program  of  the  Southwest 
Federal  Training  Project  solves 
two  problems,  that  of  finding  and 
initiating  into  the  Service  per- 
sons capable  of  rising  to  adminis- 
trative positions,  ana  determining 
characteristics  ancf  abilities 
which  make  for  successful  ad- 
mistration. 

Individuals  appointed  to  this 
service  are  paid  $80  a month  dur- 
ing the  training  period.  Persons 
are  -selected  who  can  ultimately 
be  appointed  to  permanent  gov- 
ernment positions  through  civil 
.service. 

The  National  Institute  of  Pub- 
lk.  Affairs  receives  applications 
and  sends  them  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Indian  Affairs  who 
makes  the  appointments  as  va- 
cancies occur.

Welcomed  At 
Monday  Lecture 

Miss  Mary  Ellen  Chase,  writer, 
teacher  and  lecturer,  who  will 
address  the  lyceum  audience  at 
the  Provo  tabernacle  next  Mon- 
day at  8 p.  m.,  has  an  enormous 
capacity  for  friendship  and  a 
quick,  intuitive  understanding  of 
human  nature. 

Strangers  who  meet  her  on  her 
lecture  tours  or  who  visit  North- 
ampton, Mass.,  where  she  is  a 
member  of  the  Smith  college  fa- 
culty, feel  her  friendliness  instant- 
ly. Her  almost  universal  popu- 
larity as  a lecturer  and  speaker 
is  due  as  much  to  this  happy  trait 
as  to  the  always  stimulating  con- 
tent of  her  lectures. 

Student  - Teacher  Relationship. 
There  is,  perhaps,  no.  better  il- 
lustration of  the  magnetic  power 
of  her  friendliness  and  under- 
standing of  human  nature  at 
least,  outside  her  masterful  no: 
vels  — than  her  relationship  with 
her  students  at  Smith  college. 
There  is  not  the  usual  reverence 
of  college  students  for  a distin- 
guished faculty  member  but  a real 
companionship  completely  tran- 
scending classroom  association. 

She  is  sincerely  interested  in 
the  girls  and  has  said  that  it  is 
perhaps  “the  great  glory  of 
Smith”  that  there  can  exist  be- 
tween the  student  and  the  faculty 
a relationship  based  upon  con- 
geniality and  genuine  friendship. 
Is  Personally  Interested 

There  is  necessarily  a great 
number  of  student  themes  and 
examination  papers  involved  in 
the  conduct  of  her  classes.  Miss 
Chase,  however,  in  spite  of  the 
limits  imposed  upon  her  time  by 
other  academic  duties,  refuses  to 
permit  the  papers  to  be  read  and 
graded  by  anyone  but  herself.

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Editorially  Speaking.. 

In  Answer  To  Critics 

Never  before  in  our  recollection  has  a suggestion  such  as  the 
proposed  honor  system  been  subjected  to  such  scathing  criticism  by  a 
very  small  minority  of  students.  The  use  of  this  paper  to  air  their 
criticisms  is  not  with  the  idea  of  answering  these  critics,  but  to  clear 
up  misconceptions  on  the  subject  that  we  write. 

To  the  die  hard  opponents  of  this  'proposal  we  wish  to  point  out 
the  glaring  inconsistency  of  a “Character  Building  School”  without 
a system  for  student  self  development. 

To  those  who  say  this  is  just  a cheap  publicity  stunt,  we  say 
that  those  affiliated*  with  this  plan  are  practically  all  seniors,  and 
hence  ineligible  for  public  office.  And  further,  others  before  us 
have  gone  the  way  of  all  reformers,  and  now  rest  in  peaceful  oblivion. 

To  those  who  say  that  the  backers  of  the  plan  are  a group  of 
idealistic,  unrealistic  and  neurotic  reformers,  we  agree,  but  add  that 
of  such  stuff  is  progress  made.  Men  never  lift  themselves  when  they 
are  smugly  “Realistic” — as  history  will  show.  It  takes  men  with 
foresight  and  dreams  to  vision  the  possible  future. 

To  those  who  say  that  any  system  will  entail  the  principle  of 
students  telling  on  each  other,  we  say  that  the  backers  of  the  plan 
are  not  that  ignorant  of  psychology.

Lastly,  if  any  measure  of  reward  is  forthcoming,  we  have  solace  in 
that  Socratian  gem,  “To  be  great  is  to  be  misunderstood.”  — J.  U.
